Foreword 


Worldwide, approximately three billion people have poor-quality diets and more 
than two billion people suffer from micronutrient deficiencies. Nearly 25 per cent 
of children under the age of five are chronically undernourished. 


Malnutrition causes health problems and losses in economic productivity, 
including GDP losses. Without access to adequate, affordable, nutritious food, 
generations remain trapped in poverty, unable to take advantage of educational 
and job opportunities to fulfil their potential. 


Investing in nutrition through agriculture is not only socially responsible, it is 
sound development policy and good economics. Its impact is multi-generational, 
allowing children to reach their full physical and intellectual potential, so that 
they can grow into healthy adults and lift themselves out of poverty. 


To combat malnutrition and achieve food security, IFAD designs and invests in 
nutrition- and gender-sensitive agriculture projects, adopting unique food-based 
approaches that reshape food systems, empowering women and rural people 
with the means, knowledge and capacity to improve their diets with diverse, 
nutritious, safe and affordable foods. 


The purpose of this publication is to share knowledge and widen understanding 
of this important topic. It is the first collection of nutrition terminology produced 
by IFAD and has been developed jointly by expert staff in the Office of the 
Secretary (Conference and Language Services) and in the IFAD nutrition team 
(Environment, Climate, Gender and Social Inclusion Division). The glossary is 
multilingual, providing standardized terms in Arabic, English, French and Spanish 
for use by IFAD staff, technical specialists and other parties involved or 
interested in nutrition. 


The objective of this glossary is to expand nutrition vocabulary in our official 
languages and ensure that correct terminology is used at IFAD meetings and in 
official documents and publications. 


The glossary is provided in full in annex I, with 106 terms listed in alphabetical 
order, accompanied by definitions, sources and equivalents in Arabic, French and 
Spanish. 


Annex 11 includes the glossary list for use by interpreters.

Prefacio 


En todo el mundo, aproximadamente 3 000 millones de personas consumen 
alimentos de baja calidad y más de 2 000 millones padecen deficiencias de 
micronutrientes. Aproximadamente el 25 % de los niños menores de cinco años 
sufren subalimentación crónica. 


La malnutrición genera problemas de salud y pérdidas en la productividad 
económica, en particular pérdidas del producto interno bruto. Sin acceso a 
alimentos suficientes, asequibles y nutritivos, las generaciones quedan 
atrapadas en la pobreza, incapaces de aprovechar las oportunidades educativas 
y laborales para desarrollar todo su potencial. 


Invertir en la nutrición mediante la agricultura no solo es socialmente 
responsable, sino también una buena política de desarrollo y una medida 
económica eficaz. Los efectos de esta inversión se notarán en varias 
generaciones futuras: los niños podrán alcanzar su pleno potencial físico e 
intelectual y llegarán a ser adultos con salud y sin pobreza. 


Para combatir la malnutrición y lograr la seguridad alimentaria, el FIDA diseña e 
invierte en proyectos agrícolas que tienen en cuenta el género y la nutrición, 
utilizando enfoques específicos basados en los alimentos que configuran los 
sistemas alimentarios dotando a las mujeres y las poblaciones rurales de la 
capacidad y los conocimientos necesarios para mejorar sus dietas con alimentos 
variados, nutritivos, sanos y asequibles.
